! m ajority of th e Suprem e C ourt to declare

¡ tional. T he n um ber of S uprem e Judges 
I U eight: F ive of these being less th a n 
tw o-thirds, six w ould bo th e sm allest 
num ber th a t could set aside a law for 
repugnance to th e C onstitution ; th u s 
giving an u n constitutional la # three 
chances to one to prevail over th e Con­ 
stitution. 
T be enorm ity of th is a ttem p t to ta m ­ 
p er w ith Justice iu her h ig h est sanctua­ 
ry, th is a ttem p t td destroy th e indepen­ 
dence o f th e ju d iciary , th is a ttem p t to 
degrade and su b v ert th e C onstitution by 
enacting th a t tb e law s o f C ongress de­ 
serve th rice th e respect w h ich is due to it, 
—th e enorm ity of th is a ttem p t cannot be 
overstated by any stren g th of language. 
T h e proverb th a t w hom tb e gods w ish to 
destroy tlfty first m ake m ad, was never 
m ore fitly applied th a n to th is la st pro­ 
je c t of th e R epublicans. 
T h e proposal of such a law is a confes­ 
sion th a t th e R econstruction acts violate 
th e C o n stitu tio n ; a confession th a t Con­ 
gress is aw are tb a t th ey cannot pass th e 
ordeal of a judicial exam ination, by au 
im partial an d fairly constituted tribunal. 
T h e bill so suddenly proposed is prom pt­ 
ed by th e expectation th a t th e R econ­ 
struction acts w ill be bro u g h t before tbe 
Suprem e C ourt w ith in th e n ex t few days. 
T he bill of course can n o t be retrospec­ 
tiv e ; for in th a t case it w ould unsettle 
every constitutional decision ever ren­ 
dered by th e S uprem e C ourt. A dis­ 
graceful attem p t is therefore to bé m ade 
by C ougresi to ru n a race against th e 
S uprem e 
C ourt, and 
h u rry an 
act 
th ro u g h im p airin g th e power* o f th a t 
tribunal before it ah&ll hav e tim e to set 
aside a n unconstitutional law . Bo m a ­ 
n y R epublicans h av e openly questioned 
or denied th e constitutionality of th e 
R econstruction acts, th a t it is no w onder 
Congress dares n o t tru s t th e S uprem e 
C ourt to pronounce a a opinion on tb e 
subject. B u t a bill to deprive judges of 
th e ir au th o rity Is so bold and so w ild an 
in frin g em en t of th e rig h ts of th e C ourt 
th a t it w ill react against th e p a tty m ore 
destructively th a n an y th in g it has yet 
done.

B y th e passage o f th is bill, C ongress 
w ould usurp th e m ost im p o rtan t func­ 
tion of th e Suprem e C ourt, nam ely, th a t 
of deciding on th e constitutionality of 
law s. Congress decides by a m ere m a­ 
jo rity th a t a law is unconstitutional, and 
forbids th e Suprem e C ourt to decide, by 
tlx m ajority, th a t it is not. T he m ajori­ 
ty of Congress is thereby m ade superior 
to th e m ajority of th e Suprem e C ourt, in 
deciding th e very class of cases especial­ 
ly com m itted,to th e latter. I f gongress 
has a rig h t to m ake tw o-thirds o f the 
C ourt necessary to declare a law uncon­ 
stitutional, it bos an equal rig h t to m ake 
three-fourths or seven-eighths necessary 
for th a t purpose, a n d 'th u s enable Cbief- 
Ju stiee Chase to counterbalance all the 
rest of th e judges. 
There is no obstacle 
to fixing th e proportion a t seven-eighths 
w hich does n q t equally ex ist to fixing it 
a t tw o-thirds. 
If, therefore, Congress 
has a rig h t to pass such a bill as is now 
proposed, it m ig h t equally pass a* bill 
w hich w ould m oke th e decisions 
of 
C hief-Justice Chase, in h is circuit, in c a­ 
pable of being reversed w h en cárried up 
by appeal to th e Suprem e Court- N ay, 
If Coagress has a rig h t to pass th e pro­ 
posed bill, it has a n equal rig h t to pre­ 
scribe th a t no law sh all be pronounced 
unconstitutional except by a unanim ous 
decision. A single p arty tool on th e Su­ 
prem e bench w ould suffice to render 
Congress om nipotent. In vain d id th e 
fram ers of th e C onstitution a ttem p t to 
establish an Independent ju d iciary to 
oonfine Congress w ith in th e lim its o f the. 
C onstitution, if Congress can m ake its 
m ajority m ore po ten t th a n th e m ajority 
o f th e Suprem e C ourt in deciding on the 
constitutionality of a law . 
- 
In a p arty view , w e have no objection 
to th e passage of th is preposterous bill. 
I t w ill give occasion to such a veto as 
w ill m ake tb e eouutry rin g , an d th e ears 
o f th e R epublicans tingle. I f it should 
be repassed over á veto (w hich is im pro­ 
bable,) th e Suprem e C ourt w ould tre a t jt 
as n ull, an d th e R epublican p arty w ould 
have disgraced itself for nothing. I f it 
be m ean t m erely as a m enace, to influ­ 
ence th e action of th e judges in th e case 
about to com e before them , it w ill eq u a l­ 
ly fall, and equally reooll. I t gives th e 
D em ocratic party th e advantage of a new 
and strong Issue. T h e independence of 
th e ju d iciary , tb e great bulw ark of all 
rig h ts and liberties, is involved in th e 
result of th e P residential election. 
T h e R epublican p arty stan d s on th e 
edge of a precipice. I n a few w eeks, 
p erhaps in a few days, w e m ay see it 
pushed over an d eogulphed. In te llig e n t 
m en expect, and Congress itse lf fears, 
th a t th e R econstruction acts are ab o u t to 
be declared n u ll by th e S uprem e C ourt. 
F rom th a t m om ent, th e R epublican par­ 
ty w ill sin k “ deeper th a n ever plum m et 
sounded."— W orld. -

w ith th e F ed eral G overnm ent, have been

Tliese ev il spirits served on ly to w iden 
the breach betw een th e sections, to m ake 
tb e day of union m ore d istan t, to beggar 
th e people of th e S outh, to destroy th e 
p ro sp erity of th e N o rth , an d to im ped* 
th e nation in its progress tow ards th a t 
position it should occupy am ong th e

B ut o th er devils have com e to tak e tb e 
place of those whose m alice an d w icked­ 
ness have been w edged arqund by action 
of a ju s t and m erciful character.

fied th e reu n d er; a n d for th a t purpose, to 
relieve any or ail such civil officers w ho 
m ay now be actin g in each of said States 
as th e constitutional convention thereat 
m ay deem proper. 
T his proposes to p u t all civil pow er in 
the S tates lately in rebellion in to rth e 
hands of th e negroes and w hites now 
constituting th e constitutional conven­ 
tions iu those States. T hey are to ap­ 
point all civil officers, State, county, city, 
and otherw ise. 
F a rth e r, they are to dis­ 
possess all officers now in au th o rity th a t 
m ay have been elected by th e people, 
and to rule w ith absolute au th o rity .— 
W hen it is considered th a t those conven­ 
tions are com posed of ignorant, brutal 
negroes, and w hites of th e Brow nlow , 
H u n n ic u tt and H am ilto n stam p, and 
w hen th e fact is rem em bered th a t the 
elections by w hich th e delegates w ere 
chosen w ere a m ere farce, the m onstrous 
character of th e Upson proposition w ill 
be fairly understood an d estim ated. T he 
w hole d rift of th is m ovem ent is to place 
pow er in th e h an d s of m en w ho can be 
used by th e R adical party. T hey are afraid 
to tru st t h e people a t th e ballot-box in 
the S outh, even under such law s as are 
now iu force in th a t section, and hence 
th e y propose to p u t all civil pow er iu th e 
bauds of conventions already chosen.— 
T his íb m ost m ischievous action. 
B ut if 
it w ill euable th e R adicals to elect the 
n e x t P resident, th ey are w illing to u n ­ 
chain thie additional devil, to ravage the 
the land and add to local and national 
dism ay and distress.

Mr. B outw ell’a propositions cover th e 
w hole ground of th e reconstructiou poli­ 
cy of-tbe country. H e w ould supersede 
the P resid en t as C om m ander-In-C hief of 
the arm y and navy of th e U nited S tates 
—m erge all th e S outhern S tates in a vast 
m ilitary province—destroy m ore effectu­ 
ally th e elective franchise for w h ite m en 
in tb e now unrepresented portion of th e 
nation, and cap tb e w hole colum n by de- 
cU ririg non-republican th e governm ents 
of th e S outh, w h ich w ere established by 
th e people, an d acknow ledged by Secre­ 
tary Sew ard in b is proclam ation a n ­ 
nouncing th e adoption of th e constitu- 
tionai am en d m en t abolishing slavery in 
th e nation. I f these ideas ore m ade prac­ 
tical by legislation, th e n indeed w ill sev- 
eu devils, m ore fierce th a n those w hich 
have ravaged th e lan d , be tu rn e d loose 
upon th e nation. T h e P resid en t wiU be 
pow erless to defend tb e C onstitution, 
aud th e w hite people of th e S outh w ill 
be trodden under foot by m ilitary rulers 
and qegro officials. T h is is th e p o in t to 
w hich th e reconstruction tin k erin g of 
the p arty in pow er is driftin g th e nation. 
E ach step is in th e w rong direction, each 
devU called to th e ir aid m ore im placable 
th a n those form erly em ployed. T be 8te- 
veus-B herm au b ill w as a deadly stab at 
the C onstitution, an d a restoration o f th e 
U nion under th a t instru m en t, b a t tb e 
U psou-B outw eii schem e is still m ore ob­ 
jectionable.

Tlie oW saying that “lime makes a 
rich father and po«r son” convey», wc 
‘1 think, a serious errar, though the idea it 
batetl upon be a correct one. This is 
that lime, while it makes the soil more | 
productive in crop* at first, will finally j 
l<£ve It barren if. its. uso be continued; | 
, tifct It will force the ground, so to speak, ¡ 
to Its utmost power of production, and i j^VK 
fioiilly leave It powerless—exhausted of | 
the elements of plant food. This might ]' 
be, i nil great measure, the case, if we as- 
sumo that everything made upon the 
farm Is cq/ried*of frt>m it, as only poaal- 
hie under very bad management. 
But let it be remembered that in any 
proper dm of lime, the first effect is a 
great iiMRWfr of grasa drops, fifllbg the 
ground with’ masses of roots, estimated 
sometimes to be equal to the whole crop 
above ground. This alone makes a 
heavy manuiing, and Is so much added 
to the lime dressing», and* yielding, on 
decay, all the elementa which plants 
seed to feed upon. 
Bat then with gran conies grain, fur; 
nhiking large quantities of straw, arid 
cornwtalks and blades, giving material 
for great'quantlties of manure, and with 
these comes slock to consume them ou 
the forra. More horses, more cattle, 
more sheep, more hogs—the manure 
manufacturen of the farmer—turnihg 
all these to the best account, are, year 
after yetr, leaving great quantities of the 
• beat manure behind when they go in 
• market; the best because containing not 
one element, as lime, bift'all that is ueed- 
ed. 
•­ 
Then, if tbe farmer be wise enough to 
feed away his grain instead* of selling, 
the manure is.the richest and most valu­ 
able, and the soH'msy'bo kept at the 
maximum of fertility, if well managed. 
This accounts for the answer of an exten­ 
sive and observant Chester county farm­ 
er to the question whether, after the ap* 
plicatlou o: Mine for so Jong a period of 
years, there had "been any symptoms of 
decline In the production of ftnrland or 
«lugj^iution of the benefit derived from 
Ilia auHwer was decidedly in the 
negative, for, hr said, "those who have 
limed the most have Ik’cu pretty sure to 
manure the moat.” Tboeo who have 
the spirit to improve freely lu ooe direc­ 
tion are not apt to stop at that, hut use 
well all the means at their disposal; they 
ore the best and most careful farmers and 
their laod la constantly advancing' in 
productiveness. - American Farmer.

What a Spider Kats P kp. Diem.— In 
order to test what a spider could do In 
I he 'way of eating, we arose about day­ 
break one moining'to supply his line 
web With ally. At first, however, the 
spldtr did not come from his retreat, so 
we peeped among tbe leaves and there 
dtífeovereíUthat an earwig had been 
oangbt and was ’now being feasted on. 
The spider left the earwig, rolled up the 
fly, and at once' returned to his “first 
aoune.”-. Thia woe at half-past five A. 
M., In September. At seven A. M., the 
earwig had beeu demolished, and the 
1 spider, after resting awhlte» and proba­ 
bly enjoying a nap, came down for the 
,fiy, which he bad finished at nine A. M. 
A little after nine, we supplied him with 
u dafldy-iong-leg», which was eaten' by 
noon. At one o'clock a blow-fly was 
‘ greedily seized, and then immediately 
-with ah appetite apparently no worse 
.for his previous indulgence, he com­ 
, inenced on the blow-fly. 
During the day and towards the evo­ 
' nlng, a great many small green flies, or 
.what are properly termed midges, had 
been caught in the web; of these we 
counted one hundred and twenty, all 
(lead and fast prisoners in the spider's 
nest. Boon after dark, provided with a 
lantern, we went to examiue whether 
the spider was sniftering from Indigestion 
or in A y other way from his previous 
, meal; instead, however, of being thus 
ftffeoted, he was employed in rolling up 
together the various little green midges, 
which he then took to his retreat and 
ate. This process he repeated, carrying, 
up the lots in little detachments, until 
the web was eaten, for the web and its 
contents were bundled up together. A 
Slight; rest, of an hour, was followed by 
the most Industrious web-making pro­ 
cesa, and before day-break another Web 
was ready to be used in the sama-way.
